and from this error, another of more consequence arises; viz: numbers 


‘11 and 12 are numbered as 10 and 11, and the folios of the Jast are the 


same as those of the preceding number. Therefore in order to distinguish 
between the folios of number 11 and 12, the letter a, is added to those of 
the latter. 
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
